£^-The subject of confiscation of rebti 
property has created a gr^at deal of discus- 
sion. The clause ol tbe Constitution in re!- 
erence to this subject w liable to misconstruc- 
tion. Iu meaning is not as clear as it might 
be. "No attainder shall work corruption cf 
blood or forfeiture exce; t durirg the life of 
the person attainted." the Coibtitution 
forbids the passage of any bill of attaiuder, 
this cliuse of the Constitution uses the word 
attaiDder in the sense of convicioD, and the 
attainder as convicted. 

Now, it is expressly provided that Congress 
shall have piwcr to declare the puuishment ol 
treason. Suppose Congress fixes a pecuniary 
penalty eo large as to cover all the properly 
that a rebel would probably own, would not 
•uch a penalty strip the couv'cied of all his 
property during his lifetime? It may not be 
called by the name, but it is the thiing, and 
is liable to all the obj ectioas that forfeiture of 
all his property meets with. To rid th • 
clause of difficulty, it would seem that all pe- 
cuniary penalties for treason are interdicted; 
otherwise a penalty mty be "declared" that 
would be equivalent to a forfeiture of all the 
property. 

The olj jction to this confiscation bill iBnot 
corlintd to its unconstitutionality. It is un- 
wise and unjust. It extend3 to all in the se- 
ceded States involved in the rebellion indis- 
criminately. 

Now, tbe fact is, the«russ of the people in 
those States are under a Oe fa<-to Government 
able to command their obedience and force 
them to support it. It is very easy to be loyal 
under the protection of the United" States; 
but when no such protection is given it is 
very different. Moreover, if the Government 
shows its power to protect, it has a right to 
punish for disobedience; but when it has not 
that power, what right has it to inflect a pen- 
alty for disobedience? It must be in a situa- 
tion to command before it can claim the right 
to punish for disobedience. It must be able 
to protect a man in his loyalty before it has 
any just claims to punish disljyaliy. By this 
bill a mm forfeits his property unless he can 
prove his loyalty; but how cin a man give 
evidence of loyalty when it will cost his lib- 
erty or bis Hit? 

The truth is, this bill is an indictment of 
five or six millions of people, and it is impos- 
sible to measure the guilt of individuals, to say 
what one or another deserves. 

There is a bill before the L°gislatare in 
which there is a clause Lableto the same ob- 
jection. A man is to be punished if be dots 
not give information of any rebel raid, if it be 
in his power. Suppose he gives the informa- 
tion. If the rebels find it out, in their next 
raid this person who has done this service, in 
giving information, is exposed to vengeance, 
and leses his property or his life. Is the State 
ready to psMMt blm from this fate? If not, 
how can such service be justly demanded uu- 
der such ptnaltlet? 

In cur judgment, a Government must first 
be able to do its duty to the citizen before it 
i justly inflict severe penalties on acts that 
may appear disloyal. 

The President's proclamation is an act of 
the Bam-: sort. If people do not do what he 
and all the world know they can't do, then 
they forleit all their slaves. If they attempt 
to do what he commands under that penalty, 
they would lose their property and, perhaps, 
their lives. Is this just? Is it n 
injustice? 

This principle of holding private individu- 
als responsible, under pains and penalties, for 
the acts of States and combinations of Sutes 
they cannct control, is a wrong that no reason 
cm justify. 

The truth is, these laws to scare or punish 
rebels do no good. They go not a step toward 
puttiKgderwn the rebellion. Wherever the 
power of the Federal Government is suffi- 
cient to put down the armed forces of the re- 
bellion there is no need of these laws; until it 
is sufficient, such penalties threatened ooly 
make a more determined resistance. We have 
law6 enough. If we could only execute what 
we have they would be ample. New ones 
don't incrcise the power to execute what ex- 
isted before.

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treasury notes are a legal tender for all dues, 
aud of the same value at New Orleans and 
New York, while the bank notes are not so 

receivable and of various values, according 
to location, the tendency must be to a gen- 
e-al depreciation. On the contrary, if the 
Government flnaices were badly managed, 
aid the banks administered with the most 
camuminate financial ability, it would have 
no corresponding effect to run their value 
above that of the greenbacks, for the plain 
reason that a stream can rise no higher than 
its source. Their source is the national credit, 
and any defect there acts directly with in- 
creased velocity and weight against the Na- 
tional Bank notes. Thus we see from this 
simple proposition, which a child can under- 
stand, that Mr. Chase, in calling upon the 
capitalists of the country in the way he has, 
has certainly caused a depreciation in the 
value of the c irrency with tto posaVde chance rf 
a corre*ix»uliug iuoreate at any time or under 
any circumstances. 

The country must reconcile tsclf to the in- 
exorable fact that a currency is being foisted 
upon it which must depreciate aud add to its 
burthens. Wc have thu3 an unnecessarily 
additional tax to pay. 

But an examination will show that it is not 
only in the character of the currency thus 
explained that It imposes a burthen upon the 
country to the enrichment ol the few. The 
National Bank companies are supposed to 
lend their means to the Government. For this 
a tax of five per cent., or eight per cent , in 
reality. twelve and a half and twenty per cent., 
is paid. They receive In return the National 
Bank notes, which they lend out again to cus- 
tomers at from five to ten or twelve per cent. 
They are thus drawing from the treasury and 
people, these two combined, from ten te thir- 
teen per cent, or, taking gold a? the basis, 
from seventeen and a half to thirty per cent. 
Add to this the depreciation of the National 
Bank notes, varying from two to five per cent., 
and we have the enormous tax of lrom nine- 
teen and a half to thirty-live per cent, for the 
people to pay on these new notes. Mark the 
statement that this entire tax is due to the 
new national currency, and not to the legal 
notes. The people are taxed all around 
them. They must pay the five per cent, or 
more on the money these institutions arc sup- 
posed to lend to the country. They must pay 
again to these banks, for the use of their own 
credit, the National Bank notes; they must 
pay any and every depreciation that may oc- 
cur on them to the last cent. It is unavoid- 
able. Nothing is more certain than death 
and the taxes, has become an axiom. 

Among the evils which are apt to be under- 
estimated, there is none more dangerous, 
more fatal to a country, than an unsound cur- 
rency. It is as relentless as fate; it is as all- 
pervading as the air. It glides like a subtle 
poison through every petty ne ve and artery 
of the body politic, lending it an unnatural 
fever, the 6ure forerunner of dissolution. 
More omnipresent, more fatal than pesti- 
lence, it spares none. It smites the treasures 
of the capitalist, and they are ashes. Silent, 
ubiquitous, deadly, it leads its handmaids — 
famine, dishonor and disgrace — throughout 
the land to destroy. With one single blow, a 
touch, and the fair form of the national credit 
sinks a ghastly, loathsome, quivering putres- 
euce, the victim of such schemes as Mr. 
Chase's national banks.

He is willing for anything that 
can be done with pen, ink and paper, and is 
astonished at the surly oflicer for declining in 
his most sunny and childlike manner. 

Our Secretary of the Treasury seems to be 
of the Skimpole style of financiers. He is for 
printers' ink as the real way to eettle all difli 
culties. As he has some assete , however, he 
finds pereous quite willing to accept his termB 
and shave his notes, assured as they are of a 
speculation in It. 

The National Bank notes io a pet way of bis 
to use Mr. Skimpole's pinacea for emptiness 
of the purse. The man who congratulated 
himbelf ou gettlug out of debt by borrow.nic 
the money at a high rate and paying off, was 
a financier to Mr. Cnase. 

In order to force his notes into circulation 
he has made them receivable for national 
taxes. This is a pretty scheme to look at, but 
unfortunately all the money in the country, 
not even all the National Bank notes, Is used 
constantly to p3y taxes. 

What, then, is the very first eff-.ct of this 
currencj? The National Bank notes ere 
quoted differently, at from two to live per 
cent, discount, according to their standing 
and geographical situation. This at the be- 
ginning, with a tendency to depreciatior. As 
other stocks decline these will decline with 
accelerated rapidity, because their basis is by 
polhetical. It is contingent upon different 
events. Why more so than the treasury 
notet? First, because the treasury notes are 
dependent on one contingency only, while 
these are dependent on several. As, for ex- 
ample, the credit of the bank, the financial 
skill of its managers, the proximity of the 
notes to places of issue, and the like. 

Now if any mathematician were asked about 
the probability of the happening of any 
two events, one of which depended on one 
contingency, and the other on several, he 
would show with certainty that the chances 
against the happening of the event were in 
strict proportion to these contingencies. 
Thus the chances against the National Bank 
notes remaining at par would be in tbe ratio 
of the contingencies to which wc have allud- 
ed. If the Government credit were good, and 
the management of the banks bad, there 
would be . consequent depreci.u.a. U tne

ESCAPB eF PRISONERS PROM TTLER, TEXAS. 

We had the pleasute of an interview yester- 
day morning with Lieutenants Whitsett snd 
Greou, of the 26 h Indiana, who were Pip 
trred at Morgatizi last (all, and have just 
succeeded in mak'ng their escape. Lieut*. 
Whl'sett and Green left Tyler the afternoon 
beforp Christmas, and arrived at NatcbezJ^n 
the 20 h ulf., m<tking the entire distance o' 
three hundred artd fiftv miles In a little over a 
month. Including a week lost at Shreveport 
The manner in which they eff-.cted their 
escppe was as follows: 

Tbe prisoners at Ty!er are confined in a 
stockade enclosure, bm of late bave been pa- 
roled to go anywbrre thev pleaoed wPbin half 
a mile of the stockade. Rome Federal prison- 
ers (enlisted m»n) en route from Houston to 
Shrevepor*, wl'h the understanding tha'. tbpy 
would from there be sent within onr lines, en- 
camped on tbe evni^g of the 24 f h Decern b»r 
near the Ptockade at T>ler, ard the two L'eu 
tenants, tired of rebel hosp'falpy, concfived 
the Id a of Rolng off with the Houston sqnad 
Luckily the rebel Colonel in command rf 
prisoner* atTvlrrorae In swearing tcrriflctlly 
sh^ut some alleged violation of the rwrole on 
the ptrtof some of the officers, snd threatened 
»o take nD s>U the pi roles that had been given. 
Lieuts. Whl'sett and Gree>n becime very l"- 
digr.ant, trd delivered np their paroles, saying 
they would not s'and it to be talked to ! n 
that manner, and that the parole didn't 
amount to much anyhow They then borrowed 
paroles from two other officers, went outside, 
and quietly mixed in with the enlisted men 
on their way from Houston to Shreveport, 
sending back the borrowed parole* to the 
rtghtTul owners. They mirched with the 
Houston squad to Shreveport, and there re- 
mained a week. Becoming alarmed for fear 
of detection, or that the prisoners would be 
detained, they took informal leave, and cross- 
ing Red river, struck out in an easterly direc- 
tion for Natchez. Avoiding the public high- 
way?, they jiurncycd through the woods and 
swamps, swimming rivers and bayous, and 
pushing thwir way through dense and almost 
impenetrable jungles cf cane. The first stream 
they encountered they attempted to cross by 
means of a raft, hastily constructed of logs 
bound together with grapevines. It proved a 
failure, parting in the middle of the stream, 
and spilling them out into the ice-cold water. 
After this they stripped eff on coming to a 
stream, placed their clothes on a log, swim- 
ming behind, and pushing it ahead of them. 
Lake Bisteneau, a body of water forty miles 
long and of considerable width, they crossed 
on a Government fer.y. 

In passing through the cultivated portions 
of the country they frequently stopped at

How to Send Letters to Prisoners n the 
Confederacy. — Almost every day we hear 
somebody inquiring how l-.tters must be ad 
dressed to reach friends who are in rebel 
prisons. The following answ-.-rs the question 
and it should be cnt ont and pasted in your 
memorandums: "Letters sent to prisoners 
and others within the rebel lines must not ex 
ceed in length one page of a letter-sheet, and 
must relate U merely persona! and domestic 
matters. They must be signed by the writer's 
name in full. They must be sent, with live 
cents inclcsed (in coin), if to go to Rich 
raond, and ten cents (in coin) if they are to 
go beyond that point. They must be sent in- 
closed to the Commanding General Depart 
ment of Virginia, at Fortress Monroe. The 
letter for the prisoner must not be sealed 

Cure for Small-pox. — The German Re- 
formed Messenger has a letter from a friend 

n China, in which it is stated a great dis- 
covery is reported to have been recently- 
made by a 8urgeon of the English army iu 
China, in the way of an effectual cure ol 

mall-pox. The mode of txcutment is as fol- 
lows: 

When the preceding fever is at its h'ght, 
and just belore the eruption appears, the 
cbest is rubbed with croton oil and tartaric 
ointment. This causes the whole of the cor 
ruption to appear on that part of the body, to 
the relief of the rest. It also secun s a full 
and complete eruption, and thus prevents the 
disease from attacking the internal organe. 
This is said to be now the established mode 
of treatment in the English army in China, by 
general orders, and is regarded as a perfect 
cure. ,

houses and plantations for food, proclaiming 
that they were rebel soldiers belonging to 
Turley's battalion," (a battalion which has 
no existence save ia their own Imaginations), 
and telling some ingenious ccck-and-buli 
story to account for their condition, at the 
came time, making it a point to talk a grrat 
deal and very fast, to forestall inquiries which 
it might have been inconvenient for them to 
answer. One night they stopped at the house 
of Colonel Grey, of the Twenty-eighth Louis- 
iana. The Colonel was not at home, but his 
wife and son, an intelligent lad of fourteen, 
ntertalned them handsomely, giving them 
plenty te eat, and some "Yankee coffee" — the 
first they had seen in the Confederacy. On 
asking for the bill in the morning, the lady 
said she could not think of cnarging a sol- 
dier anything. 

In Wynne parish, sixty or seventy miles 
from Natchez, they found the conscript 
hunters and tax gtthtrera very active, and ex- 
perienced some little difficulty in einding 
them These tax gatherers take all the horses 
and mutes that are serviceable, and one-tenth 
of everything else— even taking the cloth out 
of the* looms. One poor widow, at whose 
house they stopped, was almost entirely des- 
titute, having absolutely nothing to eat ex- 
cept a few sweet potatoes, wnich she had 
raised herself. 

In Catahoula parish tbey found the Union 
sentiment strocg nj*d outspoken. One man, 
at whose house they stopped, d — d tha Con- 
federacy so heartily thit they were satisfied ol 
bis sincerity, and made themselves known. 
He entertaiued them, and directed the-n to 
another man who could be trusted, a dij's 
jouraty further on. Theriattcr took them to 
a refugee camp in Catahoula parish, and they 
werf paused from onf camp to another, ani 
finally through the rebtl pickets lo Natchez. 
Thay saw t'uree of these refugee camps, each 
about one hundred strong— all armed, and 
tw; aring they would resist conscription to tbe 
bitter end. 

The sentiment, wherever they have been, 
they represent as being despondent — almost 
d s pairing. Soldiers, citizens, men and 
women are all heartily sick of war, and ready 
for peace on any terms. This sentiment is not 
subdued murmuring, as formerly, but bold, 
outspoken and rebellious. What would, a 
year ago, have cost any man his life 
to whisper tbey beard spoken every day by 
the soldiers who were guarding them at Tyler. 
They say their ctuae is lest beyond redemp- 
tion, and that it Is high time to stop tbe 
slaughter and misery which the war has en- 
tailed upon them. 

Several officers of negro regiments are in 
confinement at Tyler. Tuey were kept forty 
eignt days In iroiiS, but arc now treated ex- 
actly as the other prisonr rs. There arc over 
a hundred officers c-OLtiued there, of which 
the following is an Incomplete list :

Walton, ot the 
34th Iowa, being wounded In the engagement 
at Morganzt, were not taken to Tyler, but lelt 
at Alexandria. 

While at the house of Col. Grey they learn 
ed that Mouton's division had been to the 
Mississippi atGain.'s Linding, for th« pur- 
pose of crossing arms and ammunition from 
the east side, which feat they successfully ac- 
complished. They passed within five miles 
of Mcutcn at Harrisonburg, on the Ouachita, 
and the last night they pawed In rebeldom 
they slept within hearing of the diums beat- 
ing tattoo.

General Beauregard being in 
Savannah, and hearing the facts, ordered thts 
arrest and confinement of General Toombs, 
and he was taken in charge by a guard. 

ALLLEGED REBEL PEACE PROPOSITIONS. 

The Richmond Examiner, of the "Hh iastant,

First. Whether they cannot agree upon the 
recognition of the Confederate Sutes of 
America. 

Second. In tbe event of such recognition 
whether they cannot agree uoon the ion-na-

H 
this cannot be done, to consider 

Third. Whether tb*y cannot agree ur^n

RBSOM TIOMS ON FEDERAL AFFAIRS. 

Ketotved by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky, That this State need make 

no further exhibition byway of political resolu- 
tions, of her intense loyalty, or of her sincere and 
unalterable devo ion to the National Union. Her 
stand has been taken after the m at u rest delibera- 
tion, and is known to the world. She will 
not now prove recreant by taking any back- 
ward step, but will go forward with all her 
resources of men, money and credit to the support of 
our callant armies in the field until the rebellion is 
subdued and treason disarmed: and she will, 
through the peaceful n.ode preacribed by the funda- 
mental law of the laud, u»e her effort* to correct 
an> errors that may have been committed either 
by the Executive or legislative department of the 
Government. 

Resolved, That we regard as impolitic the enlist- 
ment of negroes as soldiers into the armies of the 
United States, and we earnestlv protest against 
their enlistment within the State of Kentucky; 
and ere respectfully request the President of the 
United States to remove from our limits and bor- 
ders all camps for negro soldiers, by which our 
slaves are enticed to leave the service of their 
owners. 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this General As- 
sembly, the legal status of the States in rebellion, 
as regards the Union, was not changed by the 
criminal action of their people in attempting to 
secede, thus forcing a civil war upon the country; 
and when the people of any or all those States 
aha'l, in good faith, return to their allegiance, their 
States are, as before the war, member* of the great 
American Union, and the people thereof areciti 
renf— all subject to the Constitution and laws of 
the United States.

' nesia miy be taken with safety, but soda in 
t large quantities is irjurious. I may add also 
that, toe D»rcoUcs bejng ncepted, milk alone 
is an antidote for almost all poisons, and 
especially if fololwed by vomiting.
